As promised, the following are 
additional recipes for the 
‘Elaborate Norwegian Dinner’ 
which appeared in the October 
issue. 


A new, large-scale cross-coun¬ 
try ski promotion involving seven 
departures, all in March, 1979, 
has been launched by SAS to¬ 
gether with Bel-Air Travel and 
P. Lawson Travel and their af¬ 
filiates. 

The entire program has been 
developed and will be co-ordin¬ 
ated by Victor Emery, well 
known among Canadian skiers 
as well as a sports marketing 
specialist. 

The program is well diversi¬ 
fied in order to offer a maximum 
number of choices to interested 
groups. 

Departures are divided be¬ 
tween the 7-8 day Group In¬ 
clusive Tours, and the 14-45 day 
Apex tours whose participants 
will spend 16 days in Norway. 

The second division is be¬ 
tween the actual departure dates, 
ranging from March 2nd until 
March 15th. Each depature date 
gives two choices as far as the

dane areas, where a group of 
skiers, moving with an experi¬ 
enced mountain guide, ski a 
pre-determined distance during 
the day, arriving in the after¬ 
noon at a hut where they spend 
the night, sitting in the evening 
in front of a roaring fire and 
planning the following day’s 
trek. 

For an experienced skier this 
will be an unforgettable trip. 

The entire ski program is 
designed for the above-average 
skier who will want to become 
acquainted with the Norwegian 
way of life where skiing and all 
outdoor activities play an im¬ 
portant part. Most of the ski¬ 
touring and hut-to-hut skiing 
will be done above the timber- 
line, offering incredible views 
over the mountains and valleys.

STUET SPINAT 
(Spinach in Cream) 

You Will Need— 

IV 2 lbs. spinach, washed and 
drained 

2 tsp. salt 

V 2 cup boiling water 
2>/ 2 tsp. butter 

7 tsp. flour 

1/3 cup spinach water 

% cup cream 

1/8 tsp. pepper, or more 

Additional salt 

1 tsp. sugar 

Let spinach cook in salted 
water in closely covered pot 
until soft. Drain off and keep 
water. 

Squeeze all water out of the 
spinach and mash through a 
sieve or colander with a wooden 
spoon. Chop spinach very fine 
if it cannot be put through a 
sieve. 

In skillet melt butter, stir in 
the flour, and add the spinach 
water and cream slowly in order 
to make a smooth sauce. 

The skillet should be large 
enough to hold the spinach. Add 
the mashed spinach and season 
more if needed. Add sugar. 

"Stir all well, and serve very 
hot. 

This can be used for filling 
pancakes or omelets. 

Serves 4. 

TYTTEBAERSYLTETOI 
(Lingonberry Compote) 

You Will Need— 

' 2>/4 cups sugar 
I V 4 cups water 

3 in. stick of cinnamon 

8 cloves, without heads 
1 tsp. lemon rind, finely 

shaved 

IV 2 lbs. lingonberries 
(Swedish cranberries) 
Combine sugar, water, spices 
and lemon rind and cook until 
sugar is melted. 

Clean the lingonberries. Drop 
into the syrup and allowto come 
to a boil. Remove immediately 
from the heat and pour into a 
dish or jar. 

Cover ana keep for two days. 
Then drain off the syrup and 
allow this to boil up once. While 
hot, pour over the drained 
berries. 

When cool they will be thick 
and can be served. 

Serves 6. 


NODDER TERTE 
(Nut Coffee Layer Cake) 

You Will Need- 
Cake: 

6 egg yolks 

1 cup granulated sugar 
3 A cup walnuts, grated 
V 4 cup strong coffee 
6 egg whites, beaten 

6 tbsp. potato flour 
V 4 tsp. salt 
Filling: 

1 egg, beaten 

2 tbsp. potato flour 

7 tbsp. strong coffee 
%cup cream or evaporated 

milk 

1/3 cup sugar 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. butter 
Icing: 

1 cup icing sugar 
21/2 tbsp. rum 
1 tbsp. water 
10 walnut halves 
silver sprinkles 

Beat egg yolks and sugar until 
light and add the grated nuts 
and the coffee alternately. 

Sift potato flour over egg 
whites and fold into coffee mix¬ 
ture. 

Grease and flour one 8-in. 
deep cake pan, or three 8-in. 
layer pans and pour in batter. 

Put in oven at low heat 
(275 deg. F.), gradually raise 
temperature to moderately hot 
(375 deg. F.) to finish baking — 
25 to 30 minutes for single 
deep pan — layers 15 to 20 
minutes. 

Place cake pan on rack, invert, 
and allow to cool partially, be¬ 
fore turning out. 

For filling — mix egg with 
potato flour and coffee. 

Heat milk and other ingredi¬ 
ents in double boiler until nearly 
boiling; slowly stir in the egg and 
coffee mixture. 

Keep stirring constantly until 
smooth and thickened. 

If one deep cake has been 
baked, cut in three layers and 
spread cream between them. 

To make the icing stir sugar 
with rum until very smooth. 
Add water and stir vigorously. 

Ice cake on top and sides. 
Garnish with half walnuts and 
silver sprinkles. 

Serves 8.

It can sometimes be hard to understand that the ethnic groups cannot 
use the Centre any time they please, and that suddenly a person who 
hasn’t had anything to do with the Centre before comes and starts making 
I rules and regulations for its use. 

Well, even if I set up rules, they are still hard to put into practice. Let 
me give you an example — Sons of Norway had to cancel a dinner for ap¬ 
proximately 200 - 300 persons on a Saturday . . . and the Club Viking had 
to cancel a party for 100 on a Friday. As a result the Centre lost close to 
$4,000! We just can’t afford these kinds of cancellations. 

Maybe the interest is not what it used to be. Maybe people are too busy 
working and taking care of their families — maybe so busy that they don’t 
have time to participate or do volunteer work the way they did 15 years 
ago. I don’t know why, but people have changed a lot over the years. 

The new immigrants come to Canada to work, and work hard. They 
would join the clubs if they got the chance and were contacted on arrival, 
but even that is impossible because those on the Boards of Directors of 
the clubs are too busy with their own work, and nothing new is ever done. 
What goes on is what went on last year, and the year before that. 

Next year the Scandinavian Centre will try to make some parties for all 
the Scandinavians in Edmonton. We’ll try to get everyone together as a 
big family. At the same time individual groups can still have their own 
parties, but the way things look they will get smaller every year until they 
eventually come to an end. Perhaps the answer is going to be for the 
Centre to put on parties sponsored by the ethnic groups; the group could 
get the profit from the liquor sales for doing the volunteer jobs involved 
and the Centre would make money on the entrance fee and on the sale of 
lunch from the kitchen. 

Any ideas would be appreciated — please contact me if you can come 
up with something. 

In this way the Centre could be of service to the ethnic groups. 




The building that houses the Scandinavian Centre in 
Winnipeg was sold in May, and the Board of Directors is 
now raising funds to purchase or build a new centre.

THE PAST, PRESENT, AND 
FUTURE OF THE SCANDINA¬ 
VIAN CENTRE 

Because of the shareholders’ 
meeting on August 29th, I am 
prompted to write these observa¬ 
tions. 

Let us consider the past, the 
present, and the future of our 
cherished Scandinavian Centre. 
First — The Past 

The Scandinavian Centre of¬ 
ficially opened its doors with a 
flourish on June 20, 1964. We 
were $40,000 in debt, and the 
whole lower floor was unfinish¬ 
ed. Under the management of 
Tom Nielsen we were not only 
able to pay off the debt, but 
also complete construction of 
the lower floor within two years 
of the opening. 

The Centre forged ahead un¬ 
til approximately 1970. How 
was this accomplished? How 
were the funds raised? Basically 
from three sources — 

1. By efficient management of 
the Centre by Tom Nielsen. 

2. By continuation of share 
sales directed by myself. 

3. By the charter flight program 
so ably directed by Mrs. Vera 
Nielsen. 

With the seventies, the fi¬ 


nancial progress of the Centre 
came to a standstill and reversed 
itself, so that every year the 
financial statements revealed 
greater and greater .losses. Each 
year at the annual meetings I 
expressed my concern and plead¬ 
ed with the Board to reverse the 
trend. 

What had happened? Mrs. 
Vera Nielsen continued making 
profits for the Centre through 
the Charter Flight program, so 
we can only look to the first 

two for the causes — less effici¬ 
ent management and share sales. 

We know for a fact that share 
sales did stop. This was under¬ 
standable, because without con¬ 
crete and specific plans you 
could not expect Scandinavians 
to buy shares. 

But the fact remains that the 
Centre management should have 
found other means of supple¬ 
menting the lost income from 
the share sales so that a deficit 
would not occur. This they did 
not do, even though the ’70s 
were far more prosperous years 
than the ’60s. 

In the past we have heard 
many excuses for the deficits. 
The most common one was that 
the Centre was getting old and 
money was needed for repairs 
and upkeep. Quite so, but the 
costs incurred came nowhere 
near the costs of completing the 
entire lower floor in the ’60s. 

There can be no excuses — 
one must pay as you go for 
operational costs. If. we cannot 
do that with the present Centre, 


then it is futile to talk about 
expansion at the present site or 
anywhere else. 

The Present 

It was in 1974 that I met our 
President, Per Nielsen. His able 
assistance as the Danish director 
of the Scandapades Committee 
will never be forgotten. That 
year we were able to pack the 
Jubilee Auditorium and make a 
clear profit of over $3,000 for 
the Centre. After a second term 
as President of the Centre, it was 
refreshing to see the six-month 
income statement almost break 
even. Congratulations to Per and 
the present Board for reversing 
the trend of the past several 
years. 

It is refreshing, too, to see 
the many improvements in the 
Centre — the accent on Scandi¬ 
navian decor and food. 

But there are some weakness¬ 
es in the present administration. 

It just doesn’t seem right 
that the Scandinavian Societies 
are being shut out of the Centre 
in the name of making more 
money by renting to outsiders. 
Remember, one of the three 
original ideas of the Centre was 
to provide a home and meeting 
place for Scandinavians and their 
societies. Isn’t the present policy 
going to hurt the Centre in the 
long run? Think about it! 

The Future 

The big question facing the 
Centre management now is to 
move or not to move. 

A freeway is being planned 


along 125 Avenue and the city 
wants about 1.05 acres of land, 
leaving us about 2.03 acres. 

The present Board feels that 
this is not enough land for 
future expansion, and therefore 
wants to re-locate. Although the 
shareholders by a majority vote 
supported the Board in their 
re-location policy, it must be 
remembered that there were 
only about 60 shareholders pre¬ 
sent out of 3,000 — hardly a 
representative vote. 

What seems to be lacking is a 
clear-cut plan or objective. What 
facilities do we want in our 
Centre? What purpose do we 
want it to serve? I believe the 
Scandinavian Centre News could 
be used as a medium through 
which we could get a consensus 
of opinion. Remember, the 
founders of the Scandinavian 
Centre always felt that the pre¬ 
sent Centre was only the begin¬ 
ning of our Centre dreams. Once 
we could agree on the overall 
plan (and it is important that it 
be a plan that will excite the 
majority of shareholders), then 
it would be much easier to 
decide whether to stay on our 
present site or to re-locate. 

I believe the clear-cut duty of 
the present Board is to direct 
the formation of public opinion 
and come up with the ideal 
Centre. We have seen no sketches 
in the Scandinavian News; we, 
as shareholders, are more or 
less in the dark as to what the 
Board has in mind. We don’t 
need architects at this time, but 


they can be invited to present 
their ideas along with everyone 
else. 

» Once a general plan has been 
found to be acceptable to a 
majority of shareholders, then 
+he architect can put the final 
touches on and prepare blue¬ 
prints. 

Once an objective is set, and 
we know where we are going, we 
should immediately start the 
BUILDING FUND. 

My whole point is to set the 
objective — what do we really 
want in a Scandinavian Centre 
facility ? 

One final observation from 
the Shareholders' Meeting — and 
a very encouraging one — every¬ 
one wanted a Scandinavian 
Centre — the Centre idea will 
live on!

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One of the highlights on a tourist s trip to Finland is a visit to Hvittrask, a complex 
holding the former homes and studios of the country’s three most eminent architects, 
among them the late Eliel Saarinen, well known to Canadians. The manor houses 
stand as a monument to the talented and innovative Finnish men; and function today 
as well as an exhibition centre for fine arts and handicrafts. Hvittrask is less than an 
hour's drive from Helsinki.

Tired of hot beaches, deluxe 
hotels, heated swimming pools? 
Do you have a bent for raw 
nature in all her awesome beauty? 
Then pack up your mountain 
equipment, arctic sleeping bag in

The tour will-begin in either 
Holsteinsborg or Sondre Stroem- 
fjord on March 14, 22, 28 or 
April 4, 1979, and end ten days 
later in the alternate town. 

Tours are limited to a mini¬ 
mum of ten participants and a 
maximum of twelve. 

Reservations are accepted on 


a first-come-first-served basis, 
and the cost is approximately 
$600 plus airfare. 

On arrival at the hotel the 
first evening there will be a 
‘get to know each other’ social. 
The second day will begin with 
a post-breakfast stroll followed 
by a 10-mile skiing training tour. 

On the third day the group 
will begin the tour across the 
snow-covered terrain over rugged 
mountains, deep valleys and 
frozen lakes through alpine land¬ 
scape. 

The journey will cover ap¬ 
proximately 20 miles a day 
through the 8th day, with the 
final six miles covered by bus. 

The tour includes two nights 
at the Soemandshjemmet (Sea¬ 
man's Hotel) in Holsteinsborg 
with full board, and two over¬ 
nights at the Transit Hotel in 
Stroemfjord dormitory style with 
full board. Dog sled will be used 
for transportation of baggage.

Any tourist planning a visit to 
Helsinki, this year or any other, 
should make note to be sure to 
reserve time for a half day or 
more excursion to Hvittrask, a 
drive of less than an hour from 
the capital city and one that 
will be remembered as a high¬ 
light of the stay in Finland. 

If you know anything about 
this Scandinavian country — the 
Finnish people and their achieve¬ 
ments in textile design, in furni¬ 
ture, in jewellery and architect¬ 
ure — then you must be at least 
familiar with names in building 
design such as Alvar Aalto, Eliel 
Saarinen and his son, Emil. 

Hvittrask is the former resi¬ 
dence and studio of the late 
Eliel Saarinen, Armas Undgren 
and Herman Gesellius, all of 
whom enjoyed world-wide repu¬ 
tations in their common field. 

What makes Hvittrask singu¬ 
lar is that, though built 76 
years ago, it ranks among the 
most remarkable architecture of 
its time. 

The residence-studio complex 
is comprised of a group of build¬ 
ings constructed from Finland’s 
national stone and the country’s 


pine and spruce timber. It was 
designed by these talented men 
as part of the surrounding nature, 
the design being worked to meld 
into the environment — a trait 
indigenous to Finnish architects 
and builders; housing and natur¬ 
al surroundings are treated as 
one by them. 

The houses sit high on a hill, 
blending with the forests, the 
majestic cliffs and tranquil lake 
that surround them, creating a 
unity, with nature dominating 
the environment. 

The three eminent architects 
originally lived in the houses 
with their families, each house 
facing the other with an open 
courtyard in between where 
hundreds of flowers and bushes 
burst into bloom each summer. 

Each architect used part of 
his manor as a working studio. 

Today the buildings stand as 
a monument to their creators, 
but function as an exhibition 
centre for fine arts and handi¬ 
crafts. 

Guests can wander over the 
eight acres of land and through 
the buildings. The Saarinen's 


home has been preserved so 
well that the furnishings are 
almost as complete and intact as 
they were when the family oc¬ 
cupied the imposing structure. 
Here one finds a romantic cur¬ 
rent in style reflecting that of 
Karelia, the eastern part of Fin¬ 
land. A touch of English influ¬ 
ence can also be felt, though 
Hvittrask is Finnish in spirit 
throughout. 

Today, too, one courtyard 
building houses a first-rate res¬ 
taurant which seats 150 and is 
open for lunch and dinner (reser¬ 
vations are suggested). 

Visitors can also attend lec¬ 
tures on arts and crafts on the 
compound, can swim along the 
private, sandy beach at Lake 
Hvittrask, and enjoy the tradi¬ 
tional Finnish sauna. 

On Hvittrask’s serene and 
beautiful premises one can pause 
to sit and admire the gardens 
and the sculpture dotting the 
area —or just relax and meditate. 

Hvittrask is open in summer 
every day from 10:00 a.m. to 
8:00 p.m.; in winter from 11:00 
a.m. to 7:00 p.m.

way we could overcome our 
steadily increasing costs was 
to increase our physical space 
in order to accommodate 
more commercial functions; 
at the same time providing 
space to better fulfill our 
original purpose. On the basis 
of a report made after a lot of 
hard work by the Directors 
on the Expansion Committee, 
the Board began to draw up 
plans to add to our building. 

2. At the same time a thorough 
investigation was carried out 
in another area — that of 
food service — and it was 
learned that there was an 
excellent profit to be made 
by doing our own catering. 
It was decided by the Board 
that the Centre could no 
longer afford to overlook this 
source of revenue. But the 
food had to be Scandinavian, 
and when advertising in Cana¬ 
da produced no results, we 
advertised in Scandinavia and 
were extremely fortunate in 
obtaining the services of our 
present chef, Bfirqe Veiling. 
However, the Department of 
Immigration and Manpower 
took over six months to pro¬ 
cess his arrival, and in the 
interim we had a good many 
problems, including the fire. 

3. And then the bomb-shell! 
Our application for a build-v 
ing permit was refused, and 
in August of 1977 the City of 
Edmonton informed us that 
they wanted all our property 
in connection with the 6-lane 
Yellowhead Freeway (125 
Avenue) which will go right 
past our door. Our expansion 
plans were wiped out! There 
was no choice but to find 
another piece of property and 
rebuild. 

A Development Committee 
was immediately appointed 
and began a search for land. 

4. We were (and are) faced with 
rebuilding and will require 
a certain amount of financ¬ 
ing. We had approximately 
two years to come up with 
as large a cash flow as pos¬ 
sible in order to prove our 
viability. We could not ex¬ 
pand our present building. 
After a detailed study it was 
reluctantly agreed by the 
Board that we would have to 
ask the societies to sacrifice 
most of their social privi¬ 
leges for that period of time 
so that some 30 per year 
prime-night functions would 
be additional high-revenue- 
producing commercial func¬ 
tions, and in the spirit of 
co-operation they all agreed 
to one prime night a year on 
which to hold a special event, 
and to pay commercial rates 
for any other function they 
wished to hold on a Friday 
or Saturday night. 

It was explained to them 


5. In mid-April the City sudden¬ 
ly changed its mind — they 
now wanted ‘only’ 1.05 acres 

in two strips . one to the 

east, and the other to the 

north . in order to build a 

road around us. We are ef¬ 
fectively stopped from adding 
to our building because the 
land which is left is not 
sufficient for required park¬ 
ing space. 

6. We can ’pay as we go for 

operational costs’ with our 
present Centre as we are pre¬ 
sently operating — that is not 
now the problem. The pro¬ 
blem is that by so doing the 
Centre is not fulfilling the 
purpbse for which it was 
built. 


5. As for revenue — we could 
not increase our rates past a 
certain point, or we became 
just as expensive as the newer 
and more modern facilities 
which were supported by the 
simultaneous other commerci¬ 
al activities in which they 
were engaged. Our revenue- 
producing days were almost 
exclusively Fridays and Satur¬ 
days; with no food service we 
were not able to attract 
afternoon meetings. 

6. With the Federal Government 
changing all the rules, Char¬ 
ter Flight seats became much 
more difficult to sell, and if 
we did not have Vera Niel¬ 
sen’s dedication, knowledge 
and hard work, there would 
be little left of it. 


8. The General Meeting on 

August 29th gave the Board 
the go-ahead Qn relocation. 
The wheels are in motion 
with the feasibility study 
that is underway, and sketch¬ 
es will be forthcoming in due 
course. 

9. All our fund-raising efforts 

will need as much support as 
they can get — 

Club Viking's fund-raising 
dinner on November 18th — 
the upcoming Car Raffle — 
as well as other projects we 
initiate. 

When we have something on 
paper to prove to all Scandi¬ 
navians that the Centre has 
something to offer, there will 
be an intensive share-sales 
campaign — but we must 
look to the present share¬ 
holders for their best efforts 
in our fund-raising endeavours. 

10. We earnestly solicit ... we 
beg ... we plead . . . for your 
comments, suggestions, opin¬ 
ions, sketches, but if past 
experience holds true we 
won’t get them. If you think 
that’s a cynical attitude — 
sit on the Board for 6 years!

7. What the Board envisions is a 
new Scandinavian Centre with 
something that this city does 
not have — a Scandinavian 
dining lounge and restaurant 
with commercial banquet 
facilities, and attached to 
this a cultural wing built 
with rooms for air the affili¬ 
ated societies complete with 
a kitchen for their use.

7. Excepting for the societies, 
there were no tangible bene¬ 
fits to be derived from being 
a shareholder — not even a 
place to sit and have a cup of 
coffee with your friends. 

Nothing had changed since 
1966, and when the '70s 

arrived not even the most 

modest addition had been 

planned. Share sale$ slowed 
to a trickle. 


1970 - Present 

1. The competition for the lucra¬ 
tive banquet business had be¬ 
come greatly increased and 
continues to do so with the 
large number of hotels, etc., 
under construction — all with 
air conditioning, paved park¬ 
ing, package deals, and com¬ 
petitive rates. One immedi¬ 
ate result of this was that our 
rentals became almost nil 
during the hot summer 
months. 

2. It was difficult to obtain the 

services of a qualified mana¬ 
ger for many reasons — a 
major one was the salary we 
could afford to pay. 

3. Volunteers tiecame harder 
and harder to find as people 
acquired many interests and 
had more money to spend. 
The societies have also found 
this to be the case. 

4. Operating costs began a rapid 
escalation — power, gas, tele¬ 
phone, salaries, repairs, re¬ 
placements, garbage disposal, 
and property taxes, to name 
some. 


8. There have been many un¬ 
avoidable major expenses: the 
chairs were badly in need of 
reupholstering; the heating 
system downstairs had to be 
replaced; we required a large 
number of replacement chairs; 
an emergency lighting system 
had to be installed; we have 
had flood damage downstairs 
several times, on one occasion 
necessitating the replacement 
of the P.A. system; the floor 
in the Viking Room had to be 
refinished; the carpet in the 
foyer had to be replaced; 
the roof has had to be repair¬ 
ed; painting is a frequent 
necessity; and we had the 
fire. These are not excuses 
for the deficits, but they are 
part of the reason.
